Didsbury Town Council in¬ 
terrupted its regular meeting on 
Sept. 11 to say thank-you to lo¬ 
cal fire fighters.

Trustees were happy with the news but said at the time the 
amount would only be enough to upgrade items like the heat¬ 
ing and structure. 

To make significant improvements to the high school, in¬ 
cluding a better gymnasium is estimated at $5 million. 

Last year Chinook's Edge received $100,000 for the high 
school to conduct an assessment of possible improvements to 
the school.

Association assists parents 
with special needs children 
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Health authorities cooperate to expand, improve services 


Initiative 
supported by 
province

Health Authority 5 is explor¬ 
ing the possibility of increased 
cooperation with two other 
Health Authorities in an at¬ 
tempt to save money and expand 
services. 

The Tri-Regional Initiative - 
a concept that would result in 
a single corporate structure for 
the delivery of health services 


in Health Authority 5, David 
Thompson Health Authority 
and Crossroads Health Author¬ 
ity - was released to the prov¬ 
ince last week. 

"Personally, I think this will 
be beneficial to all residents in 
the area," said Health Author¬ 
ity 5 Board member Jim Turner. 
"I look forward to the coopera¬ 
tion and the shared services be¬ 
tween places like Olds, Dids¬ 
bury and Sundre." 

Turner said the initiative will 
allow the three regions to pur¬ 
chase together, share resources, 
personnel and facilities and re¬ 
duce administration costs. 

"The three health authorities 
decided to explore the initiative 


and look at the various ways 
of providing more and better 
services.” The chairs of the 
three health authorities met 
with Minister of Health and 
Wellness Gary Mar on Aug. 22 
to present the concept. 

On Aug. 27, the Minister en¬ 
dorsed the initiative calling it 
a "bold and positive step for¬ 
ward". The Minister also sup¬ 
ported the Health Authorities 
in beginning "extensive plan¬ 
ning" that will be required to 
move the initiative forward. 

A nine-person committee has 
been established consisting of 
the chairs, vice-chairs and 
CEOs of each region. The com¬ 
mittee will develop a plan to be 


considered by each of the health 
authorities. A progress report 
is expected by early autumn. 

The concept, which was en¬ 
dorse unanimously by all three 
authorities is intended to: 

‘support increased collabo¬ 
ration and integration of pro¬ 
grams and services that will 
benefit residents of Central Al¬ 
berta by providing health serv¬ 
ices that are accessibly compre¬ 
hensive, sustainable and effec¬ 
tive. 

‘increase capacity for spe¬ 
cialized services in central Al¬ 
berta. 

‘bring together valuable fi¬ 
nite resources to maximize ef¬ 
fective and efficient use of these

smaller the project was the 
more it typically cost per 
square foot. 

The new addition was 
pegged at $450,000 to $500,000 
while renovations to the exist¬ 
ing building would cost 
$200,000 to $250,000. 

The proposed plan includes 
an improved kitchen, a north 
entrance, washrooms for the 
Multi-Purpose Room, a meeting 
room as well as improved light¬ 
ing and heating systems. 

According to administra¬ 
tion, responses received from 
an Open House and surveys 
indicate that it was those items 
that local people wanted im¬ 
proved. 

"I have a heart-attack 
everytime I see numbers like 
that," said Mayor Dorothy 
Moore, stating that grant dol¬ 
lars for large projects usually 
mean a smaller price tag for 
municipalities. 

The Town has already put 
funding in place for the Multi- 
Purpose Room project. Sev¬ 
enty-five thousand dollars has

been put into reserves each 
year since 2002. The Town also 
received a donation from the 
Didsbury Lion’s for $30,000 
bringing the total number of 
dollars to $255,000. 

The Town will pursue more 
funding. If they put another 
$75,000 into the reserve in 
2003, are able to secure an¬ 
other $30,000 in a Didsbury 
Lion's matching grant and re¬ 
ceive the Community and Fa¬ 
cility Enhancement Program 
provincial grant pegged at 
$125,000 they would be closer 
to their goal by $230,000. 

Still Councillors were un¬ 
prepared to give the entire 
project the go-ahead. They did 
however approve the Multi- 
Purpose Room addition as pre¬ 
sented but that the project 
must meet future financial ap¬ 
proval. 

Administration was directed 
to devise a plan over the next 
three-and-a-half months in an 
attempt to get a better picture 
of the projects financial situa¬ 
tion.

Didsbury Town Councillors

You can spend less 
than that but then you would 
be doing less than that." 

Bearden said that his com¬ 
pany has been able to build com¬ 
munity halls for cheaper than 
what it would cost the Town to 
add their addition, but that the

Business background 
would help at Council

Experience the key for 
shortened term

Tom Leibel believes that his back¬ 
ground in business would help him if 
he were voted in as a Town of Didsbury 
Councillor in the upcoming by-election. 

Leibel said that Didsbury has a prop¬ 
erty tax that is higher than other local 
communities. He said Town Council has 
the responsibility to make sure those 
tax dollars are put to good use and be¬ 
lieves he has the capability of using the 
Town’s resources wisely. 

“As a business manager for 15 years, 
I believe I can make sure budgets are 
met and expenses are controlled as much 
as possible.” 

Each morning Leibel says he sees a 
high volume of traffic leaving Didsbury 
as commuters travel to their jobs in the 
city. He said it doesn’t necessarily have 
to be that way. 

“I would like to see a larger industry 
base in Didsbury - so people could work 
here.” 

Leibel moved to Didsbury three years 
ago from Edmonton. He said that Dids¬ 
bury is a community that has a lot to 
offer and that is one of the reasons he 
feels he will live in Didsbury with his 
wife for a long time - and one of the rea¬ 
sons he wants to help shape the direc¬ 
tion of the town through a position on 
the Town Council. 

“I believe this is a nice community - 
with strong family values. I am not 
campaigning on any specific platform 
but I believe that I am a worthy candi¬ 
date because my values are very simi¬ 
lar to that of the community.” 

With that said Leibel does have some 
concerns. He said he is weary about 
Didsbury’s waste management system 
and that action needs to be taken to 
make roads safer in Didsbury. He said 
more and more people are becoming con¬ 
cerned about the amount of speeding 
that is occurring on local 
streets.Leibel’s efforts on the campaign

trail are evident throughout the Town. 
Fluorescent pink signs donning his 
name can be found on just about every 
street corner in Didsbury. He said he is 
meeting with different people in the 
community and hopes that he can reach 
voters through interviews as well. He 
has attended a Didsbury Town Council 
meeting to get a feel for what goes on in 
the chambers. This is the first time that 
Leibel has run for a political position, 
although it is not the first time he has 
been asked. He feels he finally has the 
time to give the proper commitment for 
the position. 

“Last election I think the people 
showed they had a desire for positive 
change. I hope this will be an opportu¬ 
nity for me to be a part of that. 

“1 am a concerned citizen that would 
like to get involved and help Didsbury 
remain a family-based area.”

Peter Versluys spent three years in 
office with Don Watt and observed him 
carefully hoping to learn from the vet¬ 
eran. 

With the resignation of Watt, who 
spent ten years as mayor for the Town 
of Didsbury, Versluys has another 
chance at obtaining a seat in the Coun¬ 
cil chambers. The man who is directly 
responsible for that opportunity is back¬ 
ing his candidacy. 

“Having worked with Peter on Coun¬ 
cil for a three year term, I know that 
his integrity is above reproach,” said 
Watt who has a “Vote Versluys” sign 
pounded into his front lawn. “He has 
lived in Didsbury for 25 years and has 
proven he has the best interests of Dids¬ 
bury at heart - not only in the past but 
the present and future.” 

Versluys received a phone call from 
Watt shortly after announcing he would 
be a candidate in the upcoming by-elec¬ 
tion. 

“I really appreciated what Don did - 
getting in touch with me. I paid great 
attention to Don while I was on Coun¬ 
cil. He spoke to issue with a great clar¬ 
ity, and he is very respectful in how he 
expressed those views.” 

Watt believes the experience he gar¬ 
nered in his first term would help him 
as a Councillor the second time around. 
He said that is especially important now 
because whoever is elected is going to 
have less time to get their feet wet be¬ 
fore the term wraps up. 

The experience Versluys talks about 
has continued from the last election. He 
has remained a part of the Didsbury and 
District F'ire Authority. 

“That has kept me somewhat in the 
loop.” he said. 

While on Council Versluys was in¬ 
volved with the Municipal Planning 
Commission, was a liaison for the mu¬ 
seum (he has remained a volunteer di¬ 
rector over the last year), was Chair of

the Fire Authority, was involved with 
FCSS and was part of the discussion 
group made up of Town and County 
members who are exploring how the two 
municipalities can work together to cut 
costs and expand services. 

“I enjoyed my term in office and I 
found it to be personally rewarding. I 
felt that I was really making a contri¬ 
bution to the community.” 

Versluys said that while he was on 
Council his voice represented the social 
and cultural aspects during the decision 
making process. 

“1 bring a slightly different voice to 
Council,” said Versluys adding that his 
first term taught him budget impor¬ 
tance. “I am a good listener and have a 
long history of dealing with people. 
Anything the Town deals with is a peo¬ 
ple issue and it is important to listen to 
what people have to say.” 

Therefore it is no surprise that he is 
a fan of the newly created “Meet the Tax¬ 
payers” meeting which provides a forum 
for Didsburians to talk to their Coun¬ 
cillors about their concerns. 

Versluys said that he will try to talk 
to as many people as he can as part of 
his election strategy. He is planning on 
increasing his signage and will be go¬ 
ing door-to-door talking to voters.

Cooperation or amalgamation 

Health Authority 5 is looking 
at ways of cooperating with two 
other regions in an attempt to 
save costs and increase services. 

The initiative is expected to 
improve resources for David 
Thompson Health Authority, 
Crossroads Health Authority 
and HA5. 

The Tri-Regional Initiative is 
a very similar idea to what the 
Town and County are currently 
exploring. They have been in dis¬ 
cussions for the course of a year 
trying to find ways to share costs 
and deliver services. They are just now on the verge of coming 
up with a plan to implement some of their strategies into ac¬ 
tion. 

There is a major difference, however, to the two plans. Dids- 
bury and Mountain View County serve two types of people 
with distinct differences. What they are able to cooperate on is 
very specific, and while comprehensive, doesn’t include every¬ 
thing. For example Didsbury Town Council would have no need 
to cooperate on a dust-control initiative. Its’ people drive on 
concrete road. 

The Health Authorities have the same goals, and try to pro¬ 
vide the exact services from region to region. Cooperation is 
likely to save the authorities money on supplies and adminis¬ 
tration and the ability to share doctors and staff is evident. 

However they are three boards still trying to cooperate to¬ 
gether. When all three boards are trying to reach the same 
goals and have made a commitment to work together to save 
costs, what is the need for three boards? 

For now it gives Didsburians a voice, as they have two local 
members on the Health Authority 5 board. But this coopera¬ 
tion could very well lead to amalgamation and one large re¬ 
gion. If this happens where is Didsbury’s voice in Health and 
who would represent the Town on issues like the Didsbury 
Hospital and doctor shortages? A larger region would m^n 
that Didsbury would have a smaller stake on important health 
issues. 

Cooperation will cut costs. But over the next two years, 
Didsburians should be aware of what happens in how local 
healthcare is governed.

Fall graduation ceremony 
cancelled due to lack of interest 


Dear Parents and 
Community Members, 

In the interest of open com¬ 
munication I'd like to take a 
moment to tell you about a re¬ 
cent decision regarding the fall 
graduation ceremony. As you 
may recall, the plan to hold a 
graduation/convocation cer¬ 
emony for our graduates this 
month, was developed last 
spring. However, those plans 
have changed. We will now be 
holding a scholarship and 
awards ceremony at 2:00 p.m. 
on Saturday, September 28th 
in the Didsbury High School 
Library. 

The change was made be¬ 
cause approximately two thirds 
of our students are unable to 
or do not wish to attend the 
graduation ceremony. The in¬ 
vitations were issued in late 
August. To date, only 15 out of 
45 students who have re¬ 
sponded (out of 56 graduates) 
have replied that they wish to 
attend the convocation cer¬ 
emony. 

First, I'd like to say that we 
understand that last year cre¬ 
ated difficult decisions for stu¬ 
dents and teachers. A number 
of options for celebration 
events were explored last 
spring. However, plans for a 
June celebration were already 
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well underway and students 
chose to follow through with 
this date. A fall convocation 
was proposed by Didsbury High 
School staff to allow teachers 
to recognize and celebrate stu¬ 
dent's hard work and success. 
And now, in September, some 
graduates have expressed to us 
that they are moving forward 
with their lives. We respect and 
understand the students' deci¬ 
sions, both in June and again 
this fall. 

We, at Didsbury High, in¬ 
tended the fall ceremony as a 
celebration of the achievements 
of our graduates. The cer¬ 
emony would have been the 
first such ceremony since the 
Alberta Government began di¬ 
ploma exams, decades ago. It 
has been our suggestion in 
years past, to have both a 
spring prom and fall gradua¬ 
tion. We believe it finds a good 
balance between sincerely 
honoring graduates, based on 
final results, while also includ¬ 
ing students who, while not 
achieving graduation at the 
time, are still very much a con¬ 
tributing part of the character 
and make-up of the Grade 12 
class. However, it was not our 
intention to impose this 
change. 

As I mentioned before, we 
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very much respect the wishes 
of our students / graduates. So, 
instead of a more formal fall 
convocation ceremony, we will 
hold a celebration focused on 
scholarships and awards. We 
sincerely hope that many stu¬ 
dents who are receiving schol¬ 
arships from this community 
will be able to be there, and re¬ 
ceive them from the scholarship 
donors. 

Our school and our students 
are fortunate that the Didsbury 
community is so supportive in 
offering an exceptional scholar¬ 
ship program. Each year, stu¬ 
dents receive awards in excess 
of $9,000. We also honour stu¬ 
dents with subject medallions 
and special awards, such as the 
coveted Governor General's 
Award recognizing the top aca¬ 
demic student in Grade 12. 

As always my door is open 
to anyone, parent, student, or 
community member, who has 
any questions, comments or 
suggestions. And on behalf of 
the staff and students of Dids¬ 
bury High, I’d like to thank 
you for your on-going support 
of our school. We appreciate 
you and look forward to a posi¬ 
tive year.

Lodge land sale finally signed

The deal has been signed. 

Town of Didsbury CAO 
Evan Parliament and Doreen 
Wilson, CAO of Mountain View 
Senior’s Housing inked their 
names on the agreement that 
officially sees the land for As¬ 
pen Ridge Lodge transferred. 

The Town, which is selling 


the land to the organization for 
$1, approved the sale of the 
lodge land, as well as a restric¬ 
tive covenant, at their August 
21 regular Council meeting. 

The restrictive covenant 
states that the land can only 
be used for senior's non-profit 
housing. 

The move was made to pre¬ 
vent the donated land from be¬ 
ing sold to a for-profit third 
party. 

Initially Councillors talked 
about a buy-back option that 


would allow the Town to pur¬ 
chase the land at a discounted 
price if it was ever put up for 
sale. 

Mountain View Senior's 
Housing officials said they 
wouldn't agree to the buy-back 
option because they thought it 
put their investment, a five-mil- 
lion dollar lodge at risk. 

Mountain View Senior's 
Housing will also have the op¬ 
portunity to purchase a second 
piece of land near the site for a 
25-year-period. 


Town Council approves bed push

The Town of Didsbury has 
given its permission to allow a 
charity bed push to make a loop 
through Didsbury near the 
Arena. 

The Town was approached 
by the Kappa Sigma Fraternity 
- Mu Lambda Chapter by way 
of a letter, hoping that the bed 
push could make an appearance 
in the Town of Didsbury. 

Council voted to allow the 
event to take place for a couple 
hours in Didsbury, pending ap¬ 


proval from the Didsbury 
RCMP 

Scott Robblee, the philan¬ 
thropy chairman of the frater¬ 
nity, wrote in his letter that the 
bed push has been an annual 
event for the last 20 years and 
that proceeds will be donated 
to the Tom Baker Cancer Cen¬ 
tre. 

"We used to push a racing 
style bed along the shoulder of 
highway 2 (from Red Deer to 
Calgary), but for the last cou¬ 
ple years we have pushed inside 
of some of the major Towns be¬ 


tween Calgary and Red Deer for 
various reasons. First, and 
foremost, the highway was be¬ 
coming too busy for it to be a 
safe venue and secondly, we be¬ 
lieved it would aid in raising 
money and awareness for the 
Alberta Cancer Foundation 
and Tom Baker Cancer Centre 
if we pushed through the 
towns. 

The event will take place on 
October 5. No word has been 
given as far as when the bed 
push event would arrive in 
Didsbury. 


Animals saved after being trashed 


In recent weeks the staff of the Mountain View 
Waste Commission have discovered several live 
kittens in their bins. 

The kittens have been found in the Cremona 
recycling bins, and in waste that has been col¬ 
lected throughout the region. 

"It is only by sheer luck that these kittens 
have survived. When they were found it was af¬ 
ter they had been dumped into trucks and on 


their way to compacting equipment," said Larry 
Nault, CAO for the Waste Commission. 

"When you find this many live animals in this 
environment it makes you wonder how many 
didn't survive," said Nault. 

Waste Commission staff have found homes for 
the kittens and will be watching carefully in the 
future so that the animal abusers may be identi¬ 
fied.

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Association assists parents 
with special-needs children

The biggest challenge be¬ 
sides having a special needs 
child is finding resources and 
support, says special needs 
mother Cindy Tippe. 

But the Special Families Re¬ 
source Association is designed 
to help. 

The association, which was 
created earlier this year to 
lobby’ against the removal of po¬ 
sitions pertaining to aide serv¬ 
ices earlier this year, is now 
looking at providing new serv¬ 
ices and supports for parents 
with a special needs child. 

"Many of our families have 
children with complex disabili¬ 
ties and there isn't immediate 
access to most support and re¬ 
sources," said Tippe. "The in¬ 
tent of this group is to help fa¬ 
cilitate that access We want to 
establish a resource library, 
bring in keynote speakers and 
bring awareness to the commu¬ 
nity. We are also working on a 
questionnaire which will be 
used by (health) workers to 


help determine appropriate 
services. We are in a very 
unique situation of being able 
to make recommendations re¬ 
garding child and family serv¬ 
ices." 

Tippe said it became appar¬ 
ent during the negotiations 
with Hearthstone that parents 
or caregivers of special needs 
children were struggling with 
health, social services and edu¬ 
cation resources within the 
community and surrounding 
areas. She said the area 
Hearthstone serves has three 
times the number of special 
needs cases than the provin¬ 
cial average. 

"This places a huge demand 
on the whole system and re¬ 
sources for these children are 
very limited," said Tippe. 

Hearthstone decided the aide 
services positions would remain 
after hearing the concerns of 
the Special Families Resource 
Association. The group decided 
to stay together, met through¬ 
out the summer months and 
now meets in the Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital every first and third 
Thursday at 7 p.m. each month. 

Tippe said there are 
strengths to handling issues 
like this as a group. 

"Families typically have very 
little time after their children 
are attended to. We feel, how¬ 
ever, that if there are issues,

they can be better addressed as 
a group. We also believe we 
need to stay assembled to pre¬ 
vent future issues from rising 
and to provide a network of sup¬ 
ports and resources to families. 

Tippe said the association 
meets regularly with Hearth¬ 
stone administration and board 
members.

Town passes discussion group's recommendations

A month and a half after Mountain 
View County gave the go-ahead to carry 
out six recommendations that emerged 
from the Intermunicipal Discussion 
Group, the Town of Didsbury has fol¬ 
lowed suit. 

At their July Council meeting the 
County took the first step in implement¬ 
ing discussion into action, and now that 
the Town has passed the six recommen¬ 
dations, the two Councils will sit down 
on Sept. 18 to decided the next step. 

Last year the two municipalities 
formed a committee to discuss how they 
could cooperate further in an effort to 
increase services and cut costs. The 


Intermunicipal Discussion Group in¬ 
cludes Councillors from both entities 
and their CAOs. 

Recommendations of note include 
accepting the Fire Hall feasibility study 
as information and setting aside munici¬ 
pality owned sites identified in the fea¬ 
sibility study for possible future devel¬ 
opment. The new committee will be di¬ 
rected to explore all options for a new 
building and location including where, 
when, how and what costs are involved. 

Under Administration Services, the 
discussion group recommended that the 
Town and County request the Building 
Review Committee include in the review 
the options of renovating the existing 
building or constructing a new build- 


Town Council waves 
$142,795 in self-owing taxes

The Town will not pay itself 
$142,795.55 in outstanding taxes. 

The Town of Didsbury Old Dump Site 
had accumulated approximately 
$100,000 in compounding taxes since 
before 1980 from a $40,000 caveat put 
on the land by Alberta Environment. 

Council voted unanimously to wave 
those taxes at their regular meeting on 
Sept. 11. 

"It was an uncollectable," said Town 
CAO Evan Parliament shortly after the 
meeting. 

The Town will meet with Alberta 
Environment this week in an attempt 


to get the land free and clear of the 
$40,000 caveat. 

The Town would only have to pay the 
caveat if they sold the land - which they 
have no plans to do at the present time. 

The amount has been a hindrance for 
years to the Town books. 

The $142,795.55 was about half of the 
listed Less Doubtful Receivables. The Ed 
Nolin building has $132,004.79 owing 
in municipal taxes. The Town is send¬ 
ing the property to auction at the end 
of this month. 

If the property doesn’t sell - with the 
taxes attached to it - then Council can 
go ahead and look at another solution 
for the property.

tioned that stronger sup¬ 
port of school sports 
would help more kids get 
involved in physical activ¬ 
ity- 

He said when the 
school board was run 
with the County, there 
was strong support from 
Central Office. He said 


that support has slowly 
dwindled away. 

"I would like to see this 
revitalized," he said. 

Currently school 
sports are played in two 
different divisions 
through the school divi¬ 
sion. Schools located in 
the southern part of the 


division play in the South 
league, while schools in 
the North part of the di¬ 
vision play in the Central 
league. 

Superintendent Jim

The Chinook's Edge 
Board of Education voted 
to have the division de¬ 
velop a program devel¬ 
oped on daily physical 
activity for local students. 

Concerned about re¬ 
cent studies released 
showing increased obes¬ 
ity rates among younger 
students, trustees are 
hoping that a new pro¬ 
gram would help address 
strategies to help 
Chinook's Edge students 
live healthier lives. 

"We're concerned about 
the trend of children hav¬ 
ing less and less activity," 
said trustee lan Taylor. 
"Students are driven to 
school and they sit in 
front of screens - televi¬ 
sion and computer." 

Taylor made reference 
to a story in the Calgary 
Herald about a study that 
stated parents may out¬ 
live their children be¬ 
cause of early inactivity 
in life. 

"If the heart and lungs 
aren't put to the test as 
children, they might not 
catch up when they be¬ 
come adults," he said. 

Later in the regular 
meeting, the issue of sup¬ 
porting school sports 
came up.

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Former student remembers Olds High school in will 


Tom Christensen 
has a problem we 
all wish for - how 
to spend half a 
million dollars.

When Olds principal Tom 
Christensen began this school 
year he readied himself, the 
staff and their 50-year-old 
school for the largest Grade 8 
class in the history of this town, 
just weeks after a seething 
teachers’ strike, his plate was 
already full. Then the phone 
rang. 

It was noon on the second 
day of school when a lawyer 
phoned. He informed 
Christensen that a former stu¬ 
dent of Olds High school, 


Woodrow W. Junkins, 
had named that school, along 
with three other major univer¬ 
sities, as a benefactor in his 
will. He advised Christensen to 
prepare for a “sizeable amount 
of money.” 

Naturally Christensen in¬ 
quired, “what do you consider 
sizeable?” 

The answer was like that 
rarely seen outside of a movie 
theatre. 

“The lawyer told me he esti¬ 
mated it to he somewhere be¬ 
tween $000,000 and $500,000, 
in American funds. 

“Isn’t that hilarious?” 
laughs Christensen, incredu¬ 
lously. “I was overwhelmed 
that a man would do that, that 
a man would think that much 
of his education to do such a 

thing.” 

Christensen told the lawyer 
to contact Jim Gibbons, 
Chinook’s Edge superintend¬ 
ent, because he had no idea 


what the protocol for such a 
situation is, then hung up the 
phone and raced the lawyer for 
Gibbons open phone line. 

“I lost - the lawyer had beat 
me to him so I couldn’t resist 
the opportunity to tell Gibbons’ 
secretary the news. After that 
call I told my partners (vice 
principals Garth Dagg and 
Sharon Collins) the exciting 
news. None of us could believe 
it,” said Christensen. 

Right now the will is still 
being probated so the universi¬ 
ties, Purdue, Pepperdine and 
UCLA, and Olds High school 
must wait. 

It could be quite some time 
before the money is in the 
school’s bank account but that 
time will be spent comprehend¬ 
ing the immense responsibility 
attached to a gift of this mag¬ 
nitude. 

“This is so generous. This 
doesn’t happen to public insti¬ 
tutions. This money is a big re¬ 


sponsibility,” said Christensen, 
explaining there are restric¬ 
tions on how the money can be 
spent. The will states half of 
the principle must be left un¬ 
touched, so interest generated 
can be used for scholarships. 

Although the temptation to 
buy things for the old school is 
strong, with the remaining 
half, Christensen admitted he 
doesn't feel comfortable spend¬ 
ing any of the money. 

Christensen will create a 
steering committee to decide 
how the funds will be handled. 
He would like to see the entire 
principle remain untouched, to 
make sure all Olds’ students 
benefit from the created schol¬ 
arships, not just today’s stu¬ 
dents. 

“We need so many things in 
this old school but that would 
be just too easy. I don’t feel 
comfortable spending any of it. 
I figure Mr. Junkins attended 
a very old school during the 


depression - I’m sure they 
didn't have many new things 
then - and it didn’t seem to 
harm him any.” 

Woodrow W. Junkins was a 
well-educated man Junkins was 
born in Spokane and moved the 
Eagle Valley, east of Olds, with 
his parents and four other sib¬ 
lings, at a very young age. He 
attended Grades 1 to 9 at Ea¬ 
gle Valley school before attend¬ 
ing Olds school for his higher 
grades. He graduated, top of 
the class in 1933. his sister re¬ 
members, as he did every year. 

His sister, Loretta Ekiss and 
her husband Freeland, still 
farm east of Olds. She remem¬ 
bers her brother to be a hard 
worker, she was not surprised 
by the amount of money he had 
accumulated, through hard 
work and thrifty spending hab¬ 
its nor was she surprised by the 
fact his entire estate was given 
to the schools he attended.

Jason first learned to play 
the electric base when his dad 
needed the instrument for a 
high-school version of "Can’t 
Buy Me Love". 

“In order to accomplish 
larger goals band members 
have had to learn how to multi¬ 
task,” says Jason. 


One of the largest tasks is 
promoting the band trying to 
gain recognition. Before play¬ 
ing their gig at Steve's the band 
and local friends hooked up a 
PA. system in the back of the 
truck attached some banners to 
the side of the vehicle while 
pulling a boat and played every 
square inch of Town. 

"We are working very hard 
at promoting ourselves. It is 
our first attempt at the busi¬ 
ness side of it. 

“We are trying to incorpo¬ 
rate a lot of different stuff and 
for the most part we are doing 
it ourselves, like our website," 
said Jason. 

Currently, the Polyjesters 
are looking for a booking agent 
to help further their careers.

For several years little kids were a scarce commodity 
here on the farm. Our children, their friends and cousins 
were all grown up and visitors were mostly young adults 
and seniors. Then my sister became a grandma, our chil¬ 
dren's friends began producing children and last April we 
were blessed with a Grandson of our own. This Summer 
we sometimes had three or four little boys checking out 
the facilities and because they are City Kids and don't know 
about barbed wire, bulls, tractors, cow poop and real mud 
in large smelly puddles down by the Spring, having them 
here can be a bit of a challenge. One Sunday two little 
angels, leaving a rain of crumbled masonry in their wake, 
climbed the rock wall of the grotto and erupted into a bed 
of marigolds. From there they turned the hose into a pail 
of garden earth and made each other into mud men. After 
they were cleaned up one of them tried to lock the other 
into a cat carrier. It was a large cat carrier and a small 
child so no one was injured. 

These are great little kids who are active, healthy and 
curious, you can't expect them to sit quietly and discuss 
the wrongdoings at Enron. They had asked if I had a ball 
and I had made a half hearted attempt to find one but it's 
several years since the dog bit holes in our soccer ball and 
I find that if I give kids balls they spend most of the time 
running through flower beds retrieving them. "We need to 
find something for children to do,” I told the family, " we 
need some playground equipment, swings, a teeter totter, 
maybe one of those little raised forts with a ladder and a 
slide." 

My son Mark was appalled, "You had three kids who 
grew up with one swing that had ropes about two feet long 
and now you have one, four month old, grandson and you 
are setting up a whole playground?" "The ropes were longer 
than that" I told him," and remember you also had a big 
Snowmobile cover that was mounted on posts so that you 
could pretend it was a tent, and that tee pee I won in a 
raffle and a plank over a barrel that worked as a see saw 
and quite a nice pool." "The pool was pretty good, " he ad¬ 
mitted, "although it took all day to fill it and by the time it 
warmed up it was full of those giant water bugs." " It was a 
multi-purpose pool," I told him, "you learned entomology 
and water safety at the same time. You also had kittens, a 
dog, wagons and trikes, toy tractors and road machinery." 
"Quite true," he admitted, "and then as soon as we could 
walk well you introduced us to sports, like weeding, dig¬ 
ging and washing vegetables, cutting lawns, vacuuming 
and washing dishes." "You were rarely bored," I reminded 
him, "but that doesn't help today's situation, we are not 
going to set up a pool to be used three days all summer 
and I can't very well make other peoples children dig and 
wash carrots or vacuum the basement. I am going to check 
out some playground equipment." 

And so I began reading ads in flyers, checking catalogues, 
and driving even slower through playground zones. I saw- 
lots of perfectly wonderful playground equipment, forts 
with and without roofs, slides that are single, double, 
straight, curved and even enclosed. Swings suitable for 
babies and swings and rings challenging enough for acro¬ 
bats. There are sandboxes with covers that probably don't 
keep the cats out, telescopes, steering wheels, foghorns 
and retractable ladders that attach to the fort walls, fur¬ 
niture and sleeping shelves, flags and banners. We have 
seen absolutely wonderful things for children to play on 
but what we have not seen are children. 

The North entrance to Carstairs has a 30MPH Play¬ 
ground Zone and we observe it religiously but in fifty trips 
in and out of Carstairs I bet we have not seen three kids in 
the playground. In the Didshury playground near the school 
two teenage girls lean over a book. The swings and slides 
are empty. 

Next Summer we will find something for a pretend tent, 
lean a plank over a barrel for a teeter totter, fill a largish 
container with water and hope for water bugs. By then the 
kids who climbed the stone wall and fell in the Marigolds 
will be big enough to learn the rudiments of vacuuming 
and we will get our dear little grandson a toy wagon so 
that he can have all kinds of fun picking rocks out of the 
garden.

Didshury was a divided town, being really two townsites side 
by side. Townsite proper west of the tracks, where the depot 
and business section were built, as well as east of the tracks, 
in an area called Lacknerville, which came to be mainly a 
residential area. The district was named after Franklin A. 
Lackner, a dentist by profession. Didsbury became a town in 
1906, but the incorporated area was limited to West Didsbury. 
It was not until four years later that the problem of 
incorporating East Didsbury was given serious attention.

“I would bet he still had 
the first nickel he ever earned 
when he passed away,” said 
Ekiss. Although he was very 
particular about his clothing, 
he never owned more than 
three suits at one time. 

Ekiss giggles at a memory 
of one of her brother’s visits. 

“He was driving a car over 
the border into Canada and 
the customs officer asked if he 
had anything to declare. He 
answered no. The officer 
asked how long it has been 
since his last visit to Canada 
and Woodrow answered ‘20 
years’. The officer asked, ‘you 
haven’t visited your family in 
20 years and you aren’t bring¬ 
ing them anything?’ 

“The officer must not have 
known Woodrow because he 
couldn’t believe it.” 

The entire car was 
searched only to reveal an 
extra pair of socks (his only 
luggage) stored in a coat 
pocket. 

Woodrow never liked at¬ 
tention 

“If he knew what the atten¬ 
tion this money was drawing 
to him, he wouldn’t have 
liked it,” said Ekiss, adding 
that although Woodrow was 
very friendly, he never liked 
to be singled out for any¬ 
thing. 

“One time, years ago, the 
Guinness Book of World 
Records contacted him to ask 
for permission to print his 
name to their book. I guess 
he had the most letters behind 
his name, in America (from 
his career in the navy and his 
university degrees). He said 
no, very politely, he didn’t 
want anyone to see his name 
in their book.” 

Junkins, 87, passed away 
April 17 in Las Vegas, having 
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never married. He had moved 
there from Florida after his 
retirement because the taxes 
were too expensive in the sun¬ 
shine state. 

He left an estate totalling 


As a young man, Woodrow 
worked the Garrington Ferry 
during the summer months 
so he could attend high school 
in Olds. He had to pay for his 
own room and board so extra 
money would be needed.

Didsbury-cirea 4-H club has happily gone to the dogs 


Mention 4-H in this area 
and, up until recently, thoughts 
immediately turned to either 
cattle or horses. But just west 
of town, the status quo is be¬ 
ginning to change. Now. par¬ 
ticipants between the ages of 9 
and 21 can join a non- 
competetive 4-H Canine Club 
called Country Critters. 

Della Kyncl is a Co-Leader 
for the newly formed Club in 
the Westcott area near Dids- 
bury. She works with partici¬ 
pants on such concepts as dog 
obedience and agility while, 
Glenda Senior oversees the 
theoretical components of the 
Club. "We actually started this 
last year but worked mostly 
with the Cremona kids...this is 
our first year completely on our 
own,” says Kyncl. 

Club meetings are to be held 


weekly starting next month at 
Kyncl’s farm which features a 
newly constructed and de¬ 
signed dog obstacle course and 
which is also home to Winauby 
Kennels. “We have a kennel out 
here and have been involved 
with showing dogs for some 
time now,” explains Kyncl. 
“Some of the kids approached 
me and wanted to do something 
like this out here...we started 
last year with three kids com¬ 
ing out pretty regularly. Now 
we so far have 18 that are in¬ 
terested in registering for this 
year. It’s just phenomenal how 
the interest has grown.” 

Participants come from eve¬ 
rywhere across the region in¬ 
cluding Carstairs, Crossfield, 
Cremona, Didsbury, Sundre, 
Westward Ho and Eagle Hill. 
“To my knowledge, Alberta is 


the only province that has 4-H 
Canine Clubs,” says Glenda 
Senior. “There are five alto¬ 
gether in this region alone and 
many, many more up north...” 

Kyncl says ultimately the 
goal of the Club is for partici¬ 
pants and their dogs to compete 
in Calgary at 4-H on Parade at 
the end of June. “We competed 
last year and won in every class 
our kids entered into. It was so 
rewarding to see them do well.” 

The secret to their success, 
she says, is the ability to train 
your dog to listen to your com¬ 
mands. “It’s actually the kids 
that need the training more 
than the dogs,” Kyncl says, 
“...but once you have that dog 
obedience down, agility just 
seems to come naturally.” Agil¬ 
ity, she says, is where the fun 
factor comes into play. “It’s like 


the Superdog component ... 
jumps, tunnels, A-frames ... all 
of that.” 

In addition to the practical 
requirements involved in the 
Canine Club, participants are 
also required to complete nine 
chapters in their record books. 
“These involve such things as 
dog health, safety, behavior, 
training and tracking of ex¬ 
penses,” says Senior. “At the 
end, they can compile all the 
information in a special record 
book that they can make about 
their dog. It’s individual, 
really...they can put as much or 
as little effort as they want into 
this, but the end product can 
be pretty impressive.” 

Anyone wishing to register 
in the 4-H Canine Club can do 
so right up until the end of 
October by calling Kycnl at 



335-8767. “You don’t have to 
own your own dog to join. We 
have dogs here that members 
can use or know of places where 
we can let them borrow a dog 
for the duration of the pro¬ 
gram.” 


Nanimo ’v loss, Didsbury's gain with elementary teacher 


There’s no telling where the 
road to higher education might 
lead you...and in some cases, 
that road might just lead to 
Didsbury.

I really 
wanted to stay in this area of 
the province and Didsbury re¬ 
ally appealed to me.”

QUESTION: I ve always had an interest in creative 
writing, primarily because 1 had a teacher who encour¬ 
aged me to express myself and gave me the skills to do it. 
My kids, however, have not had that exposure. The school 
system just doesn’t teach writing skills anymore. How did 
you come to be a writer, and how might I give my children 
a nudge in that direction? 

DR. DOBSON: It is true that writing skills are seldom 
taught today. That was evident a while back when I was 
considering hiring a Ph.D. candidate from a large univer¬ 
sity. I called her major professor for a recommendation. 
He spoke highly of this woman and said he was sure she 
would do a good job for me. I then asked if she was an 
adequate writer. 

He said: “Are you kidding? None of my students have 
strong writing skills. Young people don’t learn to put their 
thoughts on paper these days.” 

He was right! It hasn't always been that way. I remem¬ 
ber diagramming sentences and learning parts of speech 
when I was in elementary school. It was a major part of 
the curriculum. 

Also, my parents encouraged and helped me to grow in 
this area. I wrote a letter to a friend when I was 9 years 
old. My mother then suggested that we read it together. 1 
had written, “Dear Tom, how are you? I am just fine.” My 
mom asked me if I thought that sounded a little boring. 
She said, “You haven’t said anything. You used a few 
words, but they have no meaning." I never wrote that 
phrase again, although that is the typical way a child be¬ 
gins a letter. 

Looking back, I can see how, even at an early age, my 
mother was teaching me to write. In addition, I was also 
fortunate to have a few English teachers who were deter¬ 
mined to teach me the fundamentals of composition. I had 
one in high school and another in college who insisted 
that I learn grammar and composition. They nearly beat 
me to death but I’m glad they did. I earn a living today, at 
least in part, with the skills they taught me. I would espe¬ 
cially like to say “thanks” to Dr. Ed Harwood. His classes 
were like Marine boot camp, but what I learned there was 
priceless. 

It’s not terribly difficult or time-consuming to encour¬ 
age and teach kids some of the basics of grammar and com¬ 
position. 

One approach is to ask a family member to correspond 
with your child and encourage him or her to write back. 
Then when the reply is written, sprinkle a few corrections, 
such as the one my mother offered, with a generous por¬ 
tion of praise. 

Finally, entice that youngster to engage in a little crea¬ 
tive expression. As for what you can do to compensate for 
the de-emphasis on writing in school, 1 really don’t know 
— except to seek instruction outside the classroom. The 
teaching of writing has gone out of style — much like the 
old “homemaking” classes for girls. But it is an incredibly 
valuable craft that can be used in a wide variety of set¬ 
tings. Don’t let your children grow up without developing 
it. 

QUESTION: If punishment is never indicated for an 
infant, what form of discipline is appropriate at that age? 

DR. DOBSON: The answer is loving leadership. Par¬ 
ents should have the courage to do what is right for their 
babies, even if they protest vigorously. 

Dr. Bill Slonecker, a pediatrician and good friend, has 
stressed the importance of parents taking charge right from 
the day of birth. 

Too often he has seen mothers in his private practice 
who were afraid of their infants. They would call his office 
and frantically huff, “My 6-month-old baby is crying and 
seems very hot.” 

The doctor would ask if the child had a fever, to which 
Mom would reply: “I don’t know. He won’t let me take his 
temperature.” 

These mothers had already yielded their authority to 
their infants. 

Some would never regain it. Good parenting and loving 
leadership go hand in hand. And it should begin on “Day 
One.”
